CONVENING OF LEGISLATURE
IN EXTRAORDINARY SESSION

By virtue of the authority vested in me by Paragraph B of
Section 2 of Article |1l of the Constitution of Louisiana, I, Kathleen
Babineaux Blanco, Governor of the State of Louisiana, HEREBY
CALL AND CONVENE THE LEGISLATURE OF LOUISIANA
INTO EXTRAORDINARY SESSION to convene at the State
Capital, in the City of Baton Rouge, Louisiana, during 17 calendar
days, beginning at 5:00 o'clock P.M. on the 6th day of November,
2005, and ending no later than 6:00 o'clock P.M. on the 22nd day of
November, 2005.
